1. Bareroot plaiilinR time will soon he running 

out. Choose among (ho new varieties of roses now. 
Set out birch trees in small croups this month while 
they are dormant aivl you'll be rewarded with fresh, 
lacy foliage as soon as the weather warms up, and a 
graceful landscape effect in every season.
